DISASTROUS FIREIN KOBE, 


One of the most disagtrous fires Kobe bas 
had to record for many years, broke out 
on tho night of the 8th inat. shortly before 
12 o'clock, and though the Kobe Fire 
Brigade and the Japanese Brigades were on 
hand in force, the flames more than held 
their own until about 4 o’clook next moruing. 
‘The first. indication of danger waa given at 
about 10 minutes to 12, when a sheet of 
flame shot up through the roof of one of the 
godowns or buildings in the centro or rear 
of Mesera Mourilyan, Heimann & Coy’s ex- 
tensive premises. For a minute or two the 
sudden outburst of light and amoke aa 
viewed from the harbour suggested a 
pyrtatechaio display but the uncertaint: 
waa shortelived. The Setttlemont’ fire-bell 
rapg out within five or seven minutes, 
being almost immediately followed by 
numerous bells in the Japanese town. For 
a considerable timo but little could bo done 
to combat the flames, and when the engines 
were brought into play o fierce bold bad 
been obtained of more than one of the build. 
inge, Indeed the building in which the 
fire is thought to have originated muct 
have been smouldering and in flames with- 
in, for some time boforo tha evidencs of fire 
was given, With the assiatance of numbers 
of willing hands, Jopaneso and foreigners, 
it was not long before almost all the standard 
samples were thrown into baskete ete. in the 
atreat. Desks and furniture were then got 
outside, and aome time later even a safe was 
lowered without mishap from the upper 
étoroy—a smart and effective piece of work 
for which Mr Headand Mr G. N, Macoudray 
deserve much credit. At! o'clock the firo 
had extended to the tea-firing godowa on 
the northern side of Lot 33, facing tha 
Roman Ontholio Church aud Mission, Short- 
ly ofter 1 o'clock tho large two-storied 
Billiard Boom and Bowling Alley eto, only 
recently completed by M, Dutronquoy waa 
seen to bain grave danger, and there fora 
time the Kuba Fire Brigade concentrated 
their efforts, warding off the peril for a time. 
The efforte were of no use however, the heat 
being too intense. Finally, when the build. 
ing actually iguited, it was soon one mass 
of flames, and it was not long before the 
roof fellin, Some narrow escapes were no- 
ticed here, but noone, happily, was seriously 
hart. In the rear and somewhat somewhat 
to the side of this long building stodd some 
servants’ outhouses, two-sturied, aud the 
extreme heat oast off by thase jeopardized 
Messra Witkowski & Coy’spremises. Forsome 
time it appeared that the two-storied brick 
godown within two feet of the side of which: 
the aforesaid servants’ quarters stood, would 
effeotually withstand the trial, but as the 
heaf increased and the flames gathered force 
it too fell a proy to theflames. The con- 
tenta, matting, porcelain, and curios of all 
porta, as well as the godown, were, we learn, 
insured. This firm’s offica ond dwelling 
bouse was saved—one reward to our local 
firemen for their wutiring presdverance, It 
was on fire bere and there more than once, 
but on eacb occasion tho vigilance of the
